Claims 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Rejection ground continues to be those set forth in the previous office action 
(Paper dated 9/27/06, paragraph 4). 

2. Applicants' arguments filed on 1/3/07have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants, in their remarks, argue that: 

"[c]laims 21-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Claim 21 has been amended to address this issue, thereby 
rendering the issue moot. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested". 

With respect to the argument, the examiner carefully reviews Applicant 1 s claimed 
invention. It is noted that applicant hasn't pointed out how/why the claim produces a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. If the claim as a whole is reasonably interpreted as 
just solving a mathematical algorithm rather than reciting a practical application of the 
algorithm which produces a useful, concrete and tangible result, then it would be 
non-statutory. It would appear to be concrete and tangible in the context of the 
claim; however, the useful result appears lacking. Therefore, the rejection is still proper.
